The testimony of Sylvia Odio was taken at 0:30 p.m., on July 22, 1964, at the 
office of the Secret Service, 50.1 North Krvay Street, Dallas, Tev., hy !\lr, Wesley 
J. Liebeler, assistant counsel of the President's Commission, Forrest Sorrels 
and John Joe Hewlett, special agents of the U.S. Secret Service were present. 

Mr. LIEBET.ER. This is the contiiiiied deposition of Mrs. Sylvia Odio, which Is 
now being continued in the office of the Secret Service. We have made ar- 
rangea^ents in the presence of Agent Forrest Sorrels and Agetit Howlett, to 
shovv some movie films of some street scenes In the city of New Orleans, and 
also a television appearance tlxat Lee Harvey Oswald made over station WDSU 
in New Orleans In .August of 1063, I want to nsk Mrs. Odio to watch the film, 
and if you recognise anybody in the film at any time say so as you see him and 
point, the individual out and we will run the film backward and see what It looks 
like at that time. Please go ahead, John, 
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and find out when he can set up the Tiewin^ of this film, and I will tell you 
what time to come back. 

Mrs. Odio. Since I am going to be do^Tito\^’ii, do jou want me to come back any 
special time? 

Mr. Liebeleb, I will tell yoii as soon as I talk to Mr. Sorrels,

group of leaflets in bis hand. 

Mrs. Odio. He looks familiar, but I don't think that was one of the men 1 saw 
there at the door. I don't know, Cubans sometimes have the same physique and 
everything, the narrowness of the shoulders. I mean the back looks something 
like this man 1 am telling you about. 

Mr. Liebeler. But you are unable to identify positively pnyhndy in fhfl. 
picture other th.qn Ofwnld? 

Mrs. Onio. No ; that's correct. 

Mr. Liebeler, Now, I show you a picture that has been marked Exh ibit 

No. XoS-B , which appears to .show a front view of the man wUh thebaid spotr 
chiTTask you if you recognize him as one of the men that was with Oswald in 
the apartment, 

Mrs. Odio. No, 

Mr. Liebeler., Are you sure that it was not, or yon are unable to say ? 

Mrs. Odio, No; that man W'as thinner and a little taller than that picture. 

Mr. Ltebejxh, Now', you are referring 

Mrs. Odio. I am referring to this man now, 

Mr. Liebeler. You are referring to a man with the white shirt whose back Is 
toward the camera? 

Mrs. Odio. Y"es. 

Mr. Liebeler. YThat about the man immediately behind Oswald? 

Mrs, Odio, No ; he was taller than that. 

ilr, Liebeler. Let'.s refer to this as No. 1. Does it appear to you that the 
man who is standing sort of sideways to the camera immediately behind Oswald 
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Mrs. Odxo, Yes. Of course, I have “psjclilatric thlnkingr,” jVfy psjclilatrist 
says I hate psychiatric thinking:. I mean, I can perceive things very welL 
LiEBEnER, What kind of thinking? 

Mrs, Onio. He says I have tremendous intuition about things and psychiatric 
thinking, which has helped me many times. So Imioediately, for some reason, 
in my mind, I established a connection between the two greasy raen that had 
come to my door and the conversation that the Cubans shoxild have killed Presi- 
dent Kennedy, and 1 couldn't believe it. 1 was so upset about it. So probably 
the lunch had something to do with it, too, and I was so upset, but that is 
probably wh 3 " I pas.sed out. 

Jlr. LrEBELER. Had you heard the name Oswald before you passed out? 

3kirs. Ooio. Xo, sir. It was only the connection, 

Mr. Liebeler. You had made the connection in your mind between these 
three men that came to your apartment, and the assassination? 

Mrs. Odio. Yes. 

Mr. Liebeler. Primarily because of the remarks they had made about how 
the Cubans should have assassinated President Kennedy because of the Bay of 
Pigs situation, is that correct? 

Mrs, Odio, That's right. 

Mr, Liebeleh. You had not seen any pictures of Oswald or heard his name 
prior to the time of your passing out? 

JIrs. Odio, Xo ; I don't recall — maybe you could tell me what the exact time 
they mentioned by the radio the name of the suspect. They spoke of a suspect 
all the time, but they did not mention any name. And I think I came out about 
8 o'clock that night. They gave me a shot, so I did not know any name until 
that night 

Mr, Lieeeler. What time did you pass out? 

JIrs. Odio, I came back from lunch about 5 minutes before 1 o'clock, because 
vve had to punch the clock at 1, and by 1:30 we knew the President dead, 
and we all decided to leave, and it was about 10 minutes to 2 that we walked 
out of the office, and I think I passed out back In the warehouse, 

Mr. Liebeler. Just after you left the office? 

Mrs. Odio. Yes, 

Mr. Liebeler, So it would have been sometime before 2 o'clock or right 
after? 

Jlrs, Onio, Yes, 

Mr, Ltebelee. Did these men indicate that they had all come from Xew Or- 
leans together? 

Mrs. Omo, lam pretty sure that Is what he said. Either that they had been, 
or that they had just come. I cannot be sure of either one, but they had been 
In X"ew’ Orleans, or had just come from Xew Orleans, 

Mr, Liebeler. M^'ould you recoguiee these men again if you saw their pictures, 
do you think? 

Mrs. Odio, I think I could recognize one of I hem, 

Liebeler, Do you think they definitely look like Cubans? 

^Irs. Odio. Well, this is my opinion. Tliey looked very much like Mexicans, 
But I might he wrong at that, because I don't remember any iiexican accent. 
But the color of Mexicans, when I am referring to greasy, that kind of com- 
plexion, that is what I mean. ® 

Mr. Liebeler. When did you first become aware of the fact that this man who 
had been at your apartment was the man who had been arrested in connection 
with the assassination? 

Mrs. Odio, It was immediately. 

Mr, Liebeler. As soon as you saw his picture? 

Mrs, Odto. Immediately ; I was so sure, 

Mr, Ltereier, Do you have any doubt about it? 

Mrs. Odio. I don’t have any doubts, 

Mr. Liebeler. Did you have any doubt about it then? 

Mrs. Odio. 1 kept saying it can't be to myself; it just can't be. I mean it 
couldn't be, but when my sister walked into the hospital and she said, “Sylvia, 
hare you seen the man?” .\nd I said, “Yes.” And she said, “Tliat xvas the man 
that was at the door of my house.” So I had no doubts them 
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Mrs. Oi>i0. No. 

Mr. liiEBELEB. A different one? 

Mrs. Odio, Yes. 

Mr. Liebelee, Who Is he? 

Mrs. Odux Martino is one that has written a book called “I was a Prisoner in 
Castro Cuba/' and he w*as on the Isle of Pines for 3 years. Ho came to Dallas 
and gave a talk to the Cubans about conditions in Cuba, and she was one of 
the ones that ’went to the meeting. 

Mr. IjIEBELEE. Mrs. Connell? 

Mrs. Ooio. Yes; and my sister Annie went, too. 

Mr. Liebelee, Did Dr. Einsprucli tell you that ho had talked to the FBI ? 

Mrs. Onio. Yes. 

Mr. Liebeler. About thi.s? 

Mrs. Odio. Yes. 

Mr. Liebeler. Did he tell you roughly ’a'hat his conversation with the FBI 
w'as? * 

Mrs. Odio. He told me that they had asked him if I had hallucinations, that 
I was a i>erson who was trying to make up some kind of story. That was the 
contest of our story, I trusted Dr. Einspruch very much. He a I 'ways toid me 
the truth. 

Mr. Liebeler. Did he tell you he hud told the FBI that you did not have 
hallucinations and you had probably not made this up? 

Mrs. Odio. Yes. Other people nmke it up, but^ — - 

^Ir. IJEBELER, Did Mr. Blnsprnch tell you he had discussed this question w'lth 
some representatives of the President's Commission? 

Mrs. Odio. Yes. 

Mr. Liebeles. Did he tell you what that conversation w'as about? 

Mrs. Odio. He told me that they had talked aliout an hour and a half about 
’this whole thing, and he told theui that he had already told me the whole facts 
of the thing, and he said let's not mention it any uiore. You know what wg 
discussed. Don't be iif raid. 

Mr. Liebeler. Are you still seeing Dr. Einspruch? 

Mrs. Odio, No ; I am through with therapy. He left. 

Mr. Liebeler. lie is no longer in Dallas? 

Mrs. Odio. No; he left for Philadelphia for the U,S. Naval Hospital. 

Mr. Ltebeleb. Did you tell Dr. Einspruch that you had seen Oswald in more 
than one anti-^Castro Cuban meeting? 

Mrs. Odio. No ; I don't think so, because I have never seen him before except 
the day he came to the door. 

Mr, Lxebelee. You have never seen him since? 

Mrs. Odio, No. 

Mr. Liebeler. Y^oii told us before that you had a fainting spell after you 
heard about the asi^assination. Would you tell us about that, please? 

Mrs. Odio. AV'ell, I had been having fainting spells all the past year, I 'would 
pass out for hours, and this was part of my emotional problem-s. I was doing 
quite well except that I had come back from lunch, and I cannot deny that the 
new.s was a great shock to me, and I did pass out. I was taken in an ambulance 
to a hos| d t al 1 n I r vi ng. 

Mr. Liebeler. Did you pass out as soon as you had heard that the President 
had been shot? 

Mrs. Odio. No; w*heu I started thinking about it 

Mr. Liebeler. Had you heard that Oswald was involved in it before you 
passed out? 

Mrs. Odio. Can I say something off the record? 

Mr. Liebeler. Yes. 

(Witness talks off the record. ) 

Mr. Liebeler. At this point, let's go back on the record. You indicated that 
you thought perhaps the three men who had come to your apartment had some- 
thing to do w Uh the assassination ? 

Mrs. Odio. Yes. 

Mr. Liebeler. And you thought of that before you had the fainting spell? 
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tlow pefjple were afraid at the time, and my company, s;ome officials of it were 
quite concerned that the FBI .should hare come to see me* 

Mr* LitiBELEK* Have yon discussed with Alentaclo these two men and how 
they came to see you? 

Mrs. Omo. I never talked to him about It* I decided not to mention anything 
after the FBI came to see me^ heeause I thouglit they were going to contact 
him* I think 1 gave them the address and the telephone mimber. 

Mr. Ltebeixr, You gave that to the FBI? 

Mrs. Odio* Yes* He actually wouldn’t know anything about it 

Jtr* Liebeler. You say that because you asked these men if they had been 
sent by Alentado and they said no? 

Mrs. Omo* Tliat’s right* 

ilr, Liebelee* Mrs* Counell that you refer t& is :Mrs. C* L. Connell, Is that 
correct? 

Mrs* Ooio. Yes, 

Mr. Liebeler. Hoiw do you know her? 

Mrs. Odio* It is a strange thing* Everything that has happened to me in the 
past year has been very strange. But I came from Ponce because I was men- 
tally sick at the time* I w'as very emotionally disturbed, and they thought that 
a change from Puerto Rico to Dallas where my sister was would improve me, 
which it did, of course. 

And 1 was supposed to see Dr* Cowley in Terrell* He Is a Cuban p.sy chtatrist, 
but he was busy at the time and he couldn't help me. JIrs. Counell belonged to 
the mental health and at the time she had helped the Cuban group some because 
they had money, and I was introduced by my sister* 

Mr, Liebeleb, AThich one? 

Mrs. Oaio. Sarita* She actually sent part of the money for my trip to come 
here to Dallas. 

Mr, Lieoeler, Mrs. Connell? 

Jfrs* Odio. Yes* So I met her* We became very, very close friends, extremely 
close, and she talked to Dr* Stubblefield and she got me a psychiatrist which was 
Dr* Einspruck* I was here 4 months before I went to get my childrem We 
were close, like I said* 

Mr* Ltebeler. What makes you think she called the FBI about this? 

Mrs* Onio. I am not certain of this, but T did discuss this with her after it 
hapiK?nod, because 1 trusted her completely. I discussed it and told her that I 
was frightened, I didn’t know what to do. I did not know if It was anything 
of importance that I should toll the FBI. And I was the only person — ^she was 
the only person I told* 

Mr* Liebelee* Did you tell Dr* Einspruch about it? 

Mrs* Odio. Yes; but the things 5 'ou talk with a doctor in an office, he will tell 
you before that he Is going to say it* He would have told me, *'I am going to 
tell the FBI*" You have to trust a doctor, especially a p.^ychiatrLst, I know 
they talked to him later, but I don’t think it was him that called the FBI. 

Mr. Liebeler. Did *vou tell Mrs* Connell that you had seen 0.^\nild at some 
nntl-Castro meetings, and that he had made some talks to these groups of refu- 
gees, and that he was very brilliant and clever and captivated the people to 
whom he had spoken? 

Mrs. Odio* No, 

Mr* LiEUEtER. You are sure you never told her that? 

Mrs. Odio. No. 

Mr* LtEBEi-EE. Have you ever seen Oswald at any meetings? 

Mrs. Odio* Never. This is something i\'hen you talk to somebody^ she prob- 
ably was referring— we did have some meetings, yes. John Martino spoke, who 
was an American, who was very clever and hrilliant. T am not saying that she 
is lying at all* AVhen you are excited, you might get all your facts mixed up, 
and :Martino was one of the men who was in Isle of Pines for 3 years* And he 
mentioned the fact that he knew Mr. Odio, that Mr* Odio's daughters were in 
Dallas, and she went to that meeting* I did not go, because they kept it quiet 
from me so I would not get upset about it* I don't know if you know who John 
Martino is* 

Mr. Liedexek* Is that the same man as Johnny Martin? 
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Mrs. Ohio. 1 have heard about him verj much. I know who ho is, but' 1 
don^t know him. 

Mr. LiEBiXER. Bo you associate him with one of the Cuban organizations, 
Salvat? 

Mrs. Odio. If I have heard something about him, it has been attached to some 
organization. 

Mr. Likbeler. You don’t remember which one? 

Mrs, Onio. Xo. 

Mr, Ltebeler. Would it be theBRE? 

Mrs. Ohio, I cairt say for sure, 

Mr, Ltebei.er. Do you know a woman by the name of Anna Silvern? 

Mrs. Onio, I have heard about her, too. 

Mr, Liebei.er. Do you have any idea how these three men came to your 
apartment? Have you ever thought about it and tried to establish any contact 
that they might have had with someone else that would have told them to come 
to your apartment? 

Mrs. Odio, They were coming from New Orleans. 

Mr, Liebblee. They came directly from New Orleans to your apartment? 

Mrs, Odio. If it was true. It is very easy to find out any Cubans in Balias. 
Either you look In the phone hook, or you call the Catholic Relief Service. If 
you say you are a friend of so ami so, they will give you information enough. 
They will tell you where they live and what their phone number is and how 
to contact them. 

Mr. Liebeler. But yon have no actual knowledge as to how these men came 
by your address? 

iirs. Odio, I kind of asked them, and they told me because they knew my 
family. That 3s how they established the conversation. They knew him and 
wanted to help me, and knew I belonged to JURE and all this. 

Mr. Liebeler. Xow, can you remember anything else about the incident when 
I^on and the two men came to your apartment, or about the telephone call 
that you got from Leopoldo, that you haven’t already told me about? 

Mrs. Odio. No. If I have forgotten .something, but I tbink all the important 
things I have told you, like the trip, that they were leaving for a trip. And 
this struck me funny, because why wou^d they want to meet me, if they were 
leaving for some reason or purpose. And it has been a long time, Y'ou' don’t 
think about these things every day and I am trying real hard to remember 
everything I can. 

Mr, Liebelek. Now, Is there anytlitng else that you think we should know 
about that we haven’t already asked you about in connecHon with this whole 
affair? 

Mrs, Odio. No, It would be involving my opinion, but anything that is real 
facts of the thing, that really happened. 

Mr, Lieueleb, Is this the only time you ever saw the man called Leon Osw'ald? 

Mrs, Onio. The only time. 

Mr. Liebeler. Have you ever told anybody else that you have seen him other 
times? 

Mrs. Odio. No, I don’t think. It would bo silly to ivithhold any information. 

I mean, the involvement was very slight, and Look how much involved you get 
Just from meeting him once. I have a pretty good idea w'ho called the FBI. 

Mr, Liebeler. About what? 

Mrs. Odio. You see, I did not call the FBI to tell them this fact. 

Mr. Liebeler. ^Vhy not? 

Mrs. Odto, I was going to, hut I had to get around to it to do it myself, because 
at the time everything was so confused and everybody was so excited about 
and I w anted to wait to see if it w^as imi>ortaat. 

Mr. Liebeler. Who do you think called the FBI? 

Mrs. Odio. Mrs. Comiell, I think. 

Mr, Liebeler, When you were interviewed by the FBI at your place of work, 
did you have any opinion about the w^ay that interview w-as conducted? 

Mrs, Odio, Yes. It brought me a lot of problems in my work. The two men 
''ere extremely polite and nice, the tw^o gentlemen from the FBI, You know 
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Mr. Liebeleb, About bow tall was be? , 

Mrs. Odio. He wasn’t too talL He was maybe 4 Inches taller than I am. 

Mr. Liebeleb. How tall are you? 

Mrs. Odio. I am 5 feet 6 Inebes. 

Mr. Liebeleb. So you think he was about 5 feet 10? 

Mrs. Odio. Probably, 

Mr LrEBELEB. About how was he built? Was he a heavy man or a light man? 
Mrs. Odio. He was kind of a skinny man^ because the shirt looked big on him, 
like it was borrowed. 

Mr. Liebeleb. Like it was borrowed from somebody else? 

Mrs. Odio. Yes ; that is the impression he gave me, because it kind of hung 
loose. 

Mr. IAebeleb. Didn’t fit well? 

Mrs. Odio. It didn’t fit. 

Mr. Liebeleb. Have yon ever had anything to do with the DEE movement 
here in Dallas? 

Mrs. Odio. Students Bevolutionary Council, not at alL 

Mr. Liebeleb, Do you know any representatives of the DRE? 

Mrs. Odio. I just knew one. 

Mr. Liebeleb. Who was that? 

Mrs. Odio, Sarah Castilo. Kow, I have heard about the directorate in New 
Orleans, because I have family there and they told 3ue about all the incidents 
about him in New Orleans, about Oswald giving propaganda in the street and 
how he was down In front of a judge and caused a fight with Carlos Bringuier, 
and that, of course, this man had been working pro-Castro In this Fair Play 
for Cuba. 

Mr, Liebeleb. Oswald, you mean? 

Mrs, Odio, Oswald. 

Mr. Liebeleb. Do you know Carlos? 

I iirs. Odio. Yes; I have met him,_ I don’t think he would remember me, hut 
I X know who Carlos Bringuler is. Tliey call him Carlitos, 

I Mr. Liebeleb. When did you meet him? 

J Mrs. Odio. I think it was a long time ago in Cuba, or I was introduced to him. 
Mr. Liebeleb. You have never met him here in the United States? 

Mrs. Odio. No, 

Mr. LiEBELEft Who in New Orleans told you about this incident between 
j Brlnguier and Oswald? 

Mrs. Odio. My family discussed it in New Orleans how he had been handed 
the propaganda. The other member of the directorate came along, and they had 
a problem with him, because they were taken in front of a judge. This was true. 
Mr, Liebeleb. Have you read about that in the newspapers? 

Mrs. Odio. No; I haven’t. This I know from my family, the information we 
heard from New Orleans. 

Mr. L 1 EBE 1 .EB, How much of your family are living in New Orleans? 

Mrs. Odio. I have an uncle and a cousin; a married cousin. 

' ^Ir. Liebeleb. Wliich one of them told you about this? 

Mrs. Odio. I think it was my uncle. 

Mr. Liebeleb. Were you there at that time? 

I Mrs. Odio. Yes, * 

Mr. Liebeleb. In New Orleans? 

Mr.s. Odio. Yes. 

I Mr. Liebeleb. What Is your uncle’s name? 

Mrs. Odio. Agustin Guitar, 

Mr. Liebeleb. When was this that you discussed this with him? 

Mrs. Odio. February, 

Mr. Liebeleb. In February of 1964? 

Mrs. Odio. Yes, I remember that, because I hod just come out of an operation* 
lir, Ltebei.ee. Do you know a man by the name of Joaquin Martinez 
de Pinillos? 

^Mrs. Odio. No. 

Mr. Ltebet-er. Do you know Emanuel Sal vat? 
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that you toM Agent Hosty that Leopaldo told you he \Tas not going to have 
anything more to do witli Leon Oswald since Leon was considered to be loco? 

Mrs* Odio. That's right* ?Ie used two tactics with me, and this I have ana- 
lyzed. He wanted me to introduce this man. He thought that 1 had sometlilng 
to do with the undergroimd, with the big operation, and I could get men into 
Cuba. That is what he thought, which is not true* 

When I had no reaction to the American, he thought that be would mention 
that the man was loco and out of his mind and would be the hind of man that 
could do anything like getting underground In Cuba, like killing Castro. He 
repeated several times he was an expert shotman* And he said, *'We probably 
won't hare anything to do with him. He is kind of loco." 

When he mentioned the fact that we should have killed President Kennedy — 
and this I recall in my conversation — he was trying to play it safe. If I liked 
him, then he w'ouM go along with me, but If I didn't like him, he was kind of 
retreating to see what my reaction was. It was cleverly done. 

Hr* LmBEXER, So he actually played both sides of the fence? 

Mrs, Odio. That’s right, both sides of the fence. 

Mr. Liebeleh. Did Leopoldo tell you that Leon had been in the Armed Forces? 

Mrs, Onio. Yes* 

Mr. Lieueler. What did he tell you about that ? 

Mrs, Onio. He said ho hod been in the Marines* That is what he said. 

Hr* LiEBEttn. Did he tell you that Leon could help in the underground activ- 
ities in which you were presumably engaged ? 

Mrs. Odio* That's right 

Mr. LtERETER. Have you ever talked to Eugenio about this matter since it 
happened ? 

Mrs, Odio. No, I have not even contacted him. 

Hr. Liebeler. Is your sister Annie in Dallas now? 

Mrs. Odio. She is coming now the end of July* 

Mr. Ltebeler, She Is not here now? 

Mrs. Odio. Xo, she is coming from Florida. She is coming to live with me* 
She spent O months with my brother* 

Mr* Ltebelee. Can you tell us what her address is in Florida? 

Mrs. Odio. Yes. She is in — wait 1 second — Southwest S2d Place, Miami, Fla. 

Mr. Liebeler. How old were these two men that were with Leon? 

Mrs. Odio, One of them must have been— he had a mark on his face like, I 
can’t explain it—his complexion wasn’t too soft. He was kind of like as If he 
had been in the sun* So he must have been about near 40, one of thein* 

Mr* Liebeler. Which one was that? 

Mrs. Odio. But the other one was young. That w'as the tall one.. 

Mr* Liebeler. That was not Leopoldo? 

Mrs* Odio* Yes. 

Mr* Liebeler, Ale a ta do was younger? 

Mrs. Odio. Yes, 

Mr* Liebeler* How old wms he, would you say? 

Mrs. Odio. About 34, something like that. 

Mr, Liebeler. Notv hoiv old wmld you say Oswald was? Did you form an 
opinion about that when you saw him at the time? 

Mrs. Odio. No; I have ne%*er thought about it* I mean, I never thought bow 
old he was. He seemed to be a young man* I mean, not an old man. I would 
say he was a young man ; yes, 

Mr. Liebeler, Could you say how old you thought he was after you saw him 
that day in your apartment? 

Mrs. Odio. I can’t say that* I can establish in my thoughts; yes, I could 
establish an age, but I didn’t think of it at the time, 

Mr. Liebeler* What age would you establish you thought about it? 

Mrs. Oaio, Oh, 34 or 35. 

Mr. Liebeler. Have you read the newspttpers and watched television since the 
assassination and observed Oswald? 

Mrs. Odio. I read some of It. 

Mr. Liebeler* Did you read how old he was ? 

Sirs* Odio. I don’t even know what age he is* 
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sir. Lxebeler. S o it was not Eugenia who was with Leon whe n those men came 
to your apartment? / 

I would hare known ^|:u gen io. ) He was a very close friend of 
my family and hFdTtr^derground acirrity“Wttll':my mother and father. 

Sir. LiEUELEft, Did you erer tell anybody that it was Eugenio who had come to 
the apartment with Leon? 

' Sirs. Onto. No. 

i Sir. Liebeler. Do you know Father SIcKann? 

I Sirs. Odio. Yes, 

; Mr. Ltebeler, Do you remember that he called you on the telephone? 

' Mrs. Ooro. Yes ; he did call me on the telephone, 

Jlr. LlEBEiEH. On April 30, 1964? 

Mrs. Onio. The date, I don't recall. Probably, 

Mr, Liebeler. It was approximately the end of April or early May of 1964 when 
he called you from New Orleans? 

Mrs. Odio. Prom New Orleans. 

Liereler, Do you remember discussing this whole Question with him at 
that time? 

Mrs, Onia Yes. He asked me if I was withholdlag eTidence of any kind, 

Mr, Liebeler. What did you tell lilra ? 

Mrs, Odxo. I told him (hat everyth ing that I knew I had already told him, and 
that I didn^t know anything else that I could recall that could be important to 
you. 

Mr, Liebeixr. The only time that you were ever interviewed by anybody In 
connection with this was when Agent Hostj came to your place of work that 
day, isn't that correct? 

Mrs. Odio. That’s correct. But three times I noticed a car standing in D-ont 
of my door where I live on Lovers Lane. I don’t know if it belonged to the 
Secret Service or the FBI, but I was kind of concerned about it 

Sir, Liebeler. Did you tell Father ^leKann that one of the men— did you tell 
him the names of the men who were there? 

Mrs. Odio. I told him what I knew, the names of the men that I knew. 

Mr. Liebeler, You told him one was Leopoldo? 

Mrs. Odio, Yes. 

Mr, laEBELEB, But you did not tell him that you could Identify the other 
man as Eugenio? 

Sirs. Odio, That’s right. 

Mr. Liebeler. You did not tell him that? 

JIrs. Odio. No. 

Mr. Liebeler, X’ow, I have a reix>rt before me of an interview with Father 
McKann by a representative of the U.S. Secret Serriee in which it states that 
Father McKann told this Secret Service agent that you had told him that one 
of the men was Eugenio. But you indicated now that that is not so? 

Mrs, Odio. No. Perhaps he could have misunderstood me, because he has the 
same problems with names. Probably I did tell him that the man was not 
Eugenio. 

Mr. Liebeler, Do you remember discussing with him Eugenio’s visit to you 
in June? 

Mrs. Odio. I think I discussed It with hfuL yea, 

Mr, Liebeler. During that telephone conversation? 

Mrs. Odio. Yes i I flnuk I discussed it, 

Mr, Liebeler. Did you tell Father MelCann that the name Oswald was never 
used in your presence by any of these men? 

Sirs. Odio. X"ever was used except to Introduce me, and the time when they 
left They did hot refer to him as Oswald 

Mr. Liebeler, But they did in fact, introduce him as Leon Oswald.? 

Mrs. Odio. And I shook bands with him, 

Mr. LiEaELER. Tlmt is also what you told Agent Hosty when be Interviewed 
you on December IS, 1963, and that is indicated in his report? 

Mrs- Odio. Oh, yes, 

Mr. Liebeler. Now, a report that we have from Agent Hosty indicates that 
when you told him about Leopoldo’s telephone call to you the following dayi 
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SJie was actually' taking tilings out of the closet when they came. Jt took a 
long time to be sure of that, but I am certain of that, 

IjTi:bcle:r* Have you discussed this with your sister^ Annie? 

Mrs, Onio. \Ye had to* yes* sir ; and she was couTinced it was in late September* 
Because she had not come the previous week* For 2 weeks, siie had ncd come, 
but had come the last week to help me pack and move* 
ilr. Biebeler. Dkl you have a lease on your apartment* at the Crestwood 
Apartments? 

'Mrs. Odio* No : thhy don't take you by lease* You give a deposit* and you lose 
it if you move before 6 months* 

Mr* XriBBELER, Had you lived at the Crest wood Apartments 6 months? 

Mrs* Ooio* No. I have told you I moved several times, and it is because of 
reasons of my %Tork* and because my children at the time were in Puerto Bico, 
and I went down to get them in Puerto Rico June 20th* 

That w’HS exactly the day that I saw Ray again* We had been trying to es- 
tablish a contact in Dallas with Mr. Johnny Martin, who is from Uruguay* He 
la from there, and he had heard that I was involved in this movement. And he 
said that he had a lot of contacts in Latin America to buy arms, particularly in 
Brazil* and that if he were In contact with one of our chief leaders of the under- 
ground* he would be able to sell him second-hand anus that we could use in our 
revolution* 

I don't know if this Is legal or illegal, I have no Idea, Rut when he mentioned 
this fact. I jumped at the possibility that something could he done, because you 
kind of get desiderate when you *soe your father and mother in prison, and you 
want to do something for them, So I called Eugenio long distance from Dallas. 

Mr. Liebeler. Wiien was that* approximately? Shortly after you came back 
from Puerto Bico? 

Mrs* Odio* I think I can give you the exact date. This was before I left for 
Puerto RiCH>. June 28* Eugenio arrived from Miami to see Johnny Martin* 

Mr. Ltebeler, So you say that on June 28 Eugenio arrived from Miami^ is 
that correct? 

Mrs* Ooio* He was supimed to have arrived June 14, but he never did, and I 
called two times to make another appointment with Johnny* and he just arrived 
in time for me to see him. Then it was a time when we met, not Alentado^ the 
other one* Alva reda— Rodriguez Alvarmla, 

So they went to my house. Now, 1 was living at the time at 6140 Oram Street, 
the day they arrived. But when I went back to Puerto Rico* the same day* June 
29^ I saw Bay, and I explained to him what Johnny Martin here in Dallas was 
up to* and then he said that he was planning a trip also to see if something could 
be worked out, Mr* Bay himself was planning a trip in connection with that. 
He was going to Washington to be Interviewed by some high official* 

Mr. Liebeler* But he was going to come by Dallas hrst? 

Mrs. Odio, Yes. So I went to Ponce* Puerto Rico, to get my children, which 
were four of them* and I brought them back to Dallas* And this is when 1 moved 
to Magellan Circle to a bigger apartment, to the Crestwood Apartments* 

Mr* Ltebeler* You moved there, after you came back from Puerto Rico with 
your children? 

Mrs. Odio. 1 moved there exactly the end of July, the end of the month, bc- 
caose- I know when T moved* and then it was in August — let's see, I Jived there 
July* August, and to the last day of September in this Magellan Circle, and then 
1 moved to Oak Cliff* 

Sir, LrEBEt-EB* You actually did meet with Eugenio here in Dallas before you 
went to Puerto Rico? 

Mrs. Odio* Oh, yes* 

Air* Ltebeler. Did Eugenio come to Dallas at any other time after that to meet 
you? 

Mrs* Odio. No, 

Mr* Ltebeler. How many times have you met with Eugenio here in Dallas? 
Mrs, Odio. Once, 

Mr. Ltebeler* That w’as in June of 1963? 

Mrs* Odio. That’s right. 
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Dallas. So do not establish any friendships until you give me their full names 
again/’ 

Mr. Ltebelek. Does he say their 'Toll names” In there? 

Mrs* Omo. Their full names again, which means I had given their war names. 

Mr* InEBEi^R. So you must have giveir the name Leopold? 

Mrs. Onio. He says, "You are very alone with no man to protect you, and you 
can be easily fooled.” That Is more or less what he says. We are 10 brothers 
and sisters, a big family, and this has been very sad for both of them. 

I have little brothers in Dallas in an orphanage. We have been, were a very 
united family, and he is always worried about us being aUme after I divorced. 
He is still more worried* and he was always thinking that somebody could come 
in my door. He also had a thought that somebody could come by demandings 
money or something like that. You can t>robabIy hare somebody who knows 
Spanish do a better translation. 

Mr. LXEBEI.ER. This letter is dated December 25, 1963, is that correct? 

Mrs. Ooio. That’s right, 

Mr. Liebeler. And it is dated Nueva Gerona. Where is that? 

Mrs. Opio. The capital of Isle of Pines, 

Mr. Liesexee. Your father is a prisoner there? 

Mrs. Odio. Yes. 

Mr. Liebeler, Are the prisoners permitted to write letters back and forth? 

Mrs. Opio. One letter a month, on one side. 

31 r. Liebeler. I would presume that the letters are read by Castro’s men? 

3Irs. Odio. Tliey are all read. That is why I did not given him a lot of details. 
I managed to write very small so they would have a time reading it, like he does. 
You can see how perfectly he tvrltes a letter, 

3Ir. T/Iebeler. Xow, let me ask you how yon managed to establish that these 
men came in late September. You previously stated that you couldn’t remember 
the date exactly, hut you had managed to establish it as being in late September, 
Would you tell me the procedure that you went through to establish that date 
in your mind? 

3Irs, Onto, I told you my sister Annie was staying with some American 
friends. She^ did not live w ith me. She had gone to live with the Aladlock’s. 
And I called her many times to come and babysit for me during certain week- 
ends, and she would come either on a Thursday or Friday, depeudiug on ’when 
I called her, 

t told her that day that I was going out, but I wanted her to start packing 
for me because we were moving over to Oak Clilt, It must have been the last 
days of September, because we had already packages in the living room. We 
had already started to pack to go, and we had to move by the drst of October 
since my rent was due that day, you see. • 

31 r. Liebeler. Now, you did move? 

3frs. Odio. We did move the first of October to Oak Cliff. 

Mr. Ltebexer. 3Yhat was the address of the apartmeut In which you lived 
before you moved to Oak Cliff? 

Mrs- Odio. Over in, it was, I am almost sure of the number— 1024 Alagellaa 
Circle. It is the Crestwood Apartments. I am not sure of the number ; 1 think 
it is, 

Mr. Liebeler. In any event, you were living at the Crestwood Apartments at 
the time these men came to your apartment? 

Mrs. Odio. That’s right The Cresttvood Apartments are full of Cubans, 

Mr. Liebeler. You left the Crestwood Apartments as of the first of October 
and moved to Oak Cliff? 

Mrs. Odio. ’fhat’s tight exactly. 

31 r. Liebeler. Now, yoTi are absolutely sure that these men came to your 
apartment before the first of October? 

3Irs. Odio. Before the first of October. 

Mr. Liebeler, It would liave been sometime tow'ard tbe eud of September, 
because you recall that you had already started to pack to move from the 
Crestwood Apartments to Oak Cliff? 

Mrs. Odio, The packages were in the living room, and Annie was helping me. 
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me on their return to Dallas* Then ho mentioned something more about Oswald. 
They ealied him Leon. He nerer mentiontKl the name Oswald* 

Mr. Ltebelek* He nerer mentioned the name of Oswald on the telephone? 
itrs. Oaio. ile never mentioned his last name. He always referred to the 
Ameriean or Leon* 

Mr* Ltebli.er* Did he mention his last name the night before? 

Mrs* Omo. Before they left I asked their names again, and he mentioned their 
names again. 

Mr* LiEBELEe. But he did not mention Oswald's name except as Leon? 

Mrs* Ooio. On the telephone conversation he referred to him as Leon or an 
American. He said he had been a Marine and he was so Interested in helping 
the Cubans, and he was terrific* That is the words he more or leas used, in 
Spanish, that he was terrific. And I don't remember what else he said, or 
something that he was coming back or something, and he would see me* It's 
been a long time and I don't remember too well, that Is more or less what he said, 
Mr, LiEBEtEK, Did you have an opinion at that time as to why T^eopoldo called 
you hack ? Wha t was his purpose in calling you back ? 

Mrs. Ohio* At first, I thought he was Just trying to get fresh with me. The 
second time, it never oceimred to me until I went to my psychiatrist* 

I used to go to see Dr. Einsprnch In the Southwestern Medical School, and I 
used to tel! him all the events that happened to me during the week* And he 
relates that I mentionHl to Iviiu the fact that these men had been at my door, 
and the fact that these Cubans were trying to get in the underground, and 
thought 1 was a good contact for it, they were simply trying to introduce him* 
Anyhow, I did not know for what purpose* 

My father and mother are prisoners, and you never know if they can black- 
mail you or they are going to get them out of there, if you give them a certain 
amount of money. You never know what to expect. I exi>ect anything. Later 
on I did establish opinions, because you can't help but establish opinions* 

Mr. Liebeleh* Did you establish that opinion after the assassination or before 
the assassination? 

Mrs* Odio* This first opinion that I mentioned to my psychiatrist, I did not 
give it a second thought. 1 forgot to tell Alentado about it ; except 3 days later 
I wrote to my father after they came, and mentioned the fact that the two men 
had called themselves friends of his* And later in December, because the letter 
takes a long time to get here, he writes me back, *T do not know any of these 
men. Do not get involved with any of them*" 

Mr* LiEiiEi*EK, Ymi have already given us a copy of the letter that you received 
from your father in which he told you that these people were not his friends, 
and told you not to get Involved w ith them ? 

Mrs* Omo* That's right* 

Mr. Lteeeleb. Did you tell your father the names of these men when you wrote 
to him? 

Mrs* Onto, Yes. 

Mr. LiEBunEB* Tour father did not. however, mention their names in his letter, 
did he? 

Mrs* Onto. He mentioned their war names, because this was the only thing I 
knew* I probably put an Americano came too, two Cubans with an American, 
and I gave the names of the Cubans* 

Mr. LiEBEtEB* The copy of the letter that you gave to me this morning, we will 
mark as Odio Exhibit Xo* 1. 

Mrs* Omo. He mentioned in the second paragraph, "You are very alone there 
In Dalios* You don't have anybody, so please do not open your door to anybody 
that calls themselves my friends*" 

Mr. Lie BE LEE, I have initialed the letter and 1 would like to have you put 
your initials under my initials for the purpose of identifying the exhibit. 

Mrs. Odio* Yes* okay, 

Mr. Lieseler* The letter is in Spanish, and you have underlined certain parts 
of It about three-quarters of the way down, in Spanish. Would you read that 
translation to us? 

Mrs* Odio* “Please tell me agatu who It Is that calls himself my friend. Be 
careful. I do not have any friends that have been near me lately, not even in

Mr. Labeler* You meuticmed tliis Alentado who was one of the JURE repre- 
sentatires here in Dallasi. Is that his full name? 

Mrs* Odio. His name is Antonio* 

Mr, Liebeleb, Do jou know a man by the name of George Rodrigue® 
Alva red a? 

, Sirs, Odio. Yes, 

Mr, Liebeler, IVlio Is he? 

Mrs, Ohio, He Is another member of JURE. And at the time, a little after 
that, after December, I was more in contact with him, and I will tell you why 
la ter. Tliey are all mem bers of J U RE here in Dallas, working hard. 

And so I asked him if they were sent by him, and he said, ‘‘Xo”. And 1 said, 

‘*Do you know Etigeino?’* This Is the war name for That is his war 

name and everybody underground knows him as Eugenio* So I didn't mention 
his real name. He didn't know* 
jlr. Lieeeleb. "WTio did you ask this? 

Mrs, Odio, I asked these men when they came to the door— I. asked if they 
had been sent by Alentado, because I explained to them that he had already 
asked me to do the letters and be said no* And I said, '*Were you sent by 
Eugenifl^lLnnd he sal.d-JKh And I said, ^‘We re you sent by Ray " and he said 

no* I said, “Well, is this on your ^ 

AndTiesaid, "Wb liarir'jTist ebiUii trmn ICe^v Orleans and we have been trying 
to get this organized, this movement organized down there, and this is on our 
own, but we think we could do some kind of work*" This was al! talked very 
fast, not as slow as I am saying it now* You know how fast Cubans talk. And 
he put the letter back in his pocket when I said no* And then I think I asked 
something to the American, trying to be nice, “Have you ever been to Cuba?” 
And he said, ”Xo, I have never been to Cuba.'* 

And I said, “Are you interested in our movement?” And he said, “Yes.” 
Tills I bad not remembered until lately. I had not spoken imich to him and 
I said, “If you will excuse me, I have to leave," and I repeated, “I am going 
to write to my father and tell him you have come to visit me." 

And he said, “Is he still in the Isle of Pines?" And I think that was the extent 
of the conversation. They left, and I savv them through the window leaving in 
a car* I can't recall the car. I have been trying to, 

Mr. Liebeler, Do you know which one of the men was driving? 

Mrs, Odio. The tall one, Leopoldo* 

Mr* Liebeler. Leopoldo? 

Mrs* Odio. Yes ; oh, excuse mu, 1 forgot something very important* They kept 
mentioning that they had come to visit me at such a time of night. It was almost 
D o'clock, because they were leading for a trip. And two or three times they 
said the same thing* 

They said, “We may stay until tomorrow, or we might leave tomorrow night, 
but please excuse us for the hour.” And he mentioned two or three times they 
were leaving for a trip. I didn’t ask where, and I had the feeling they were 
leaving for Puerto Rico or Miami, 

:Mr* Ltebeler. But they did not indicate where they were going? 

Mrs. Odio* The next day I*.eopoldo called me. I had gotten home from work, 
so I imagine it must have been Friday. And they had come on Thursday. I 
have been trying to establish that. He w*as trying to get fresh with me that 
night. He was trying to be too nice, telling me that I was pretty, and he started 
like that* That is the way he .started the eonversalioii* Then he said, "What 
do you think of the American?" *lud I said, “I didn't think anything,” 

And he said, “You know our idea Is to introduce him to the underground in 
Cuba, because he is great, he is kind of nuts.” This was more or less — I can't 
reijeat the exact words, because he was kind of nuts* He told ns we don’t have 
any guts, you Cubans, because President Kennedy should have been assassinated 
after the Bay of Pigs, and some Cubans should have doiie that, because he was 
the one that was holding the freedom of Cuba actually. And I started getting 
a little upset with the conversation. 

And he said, “It is so easy to do It.” He has told us. And he (l 4 ?opoldo) 
used two or three bad 'svords, and I wouldn't repeat it In Spauish. And he re- 
peated again they were leaving for a trip and they would like very much to see 
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to say I am not working In tbe tindorground.’^ And he said, wanted you 
to meet this American. His name ia Leon Oswald,^ He rei>eated it twice. Then 
mj sister Annie by that time was standing near the door. She had come to see 
what was going on. And they introduced him as an American who w*as very 
much Itl rho ruT7?rfrciriise.-^ nrrTet me see. If I reeal! eyncMv~irhair 

they^id about him, I don't reciili at the time I w.is at the door things about him. 

I recall a telephone call that I had the next day from the so-called Leopoldo, 
so I cannot remember the conversation at the door about this American. 

Mr. LrEBELER. Did your sister hear this man introduced as Leon Oswald ? 

Mrs. OoTo, She says she doesn’t recall. She could not say that it is true. 
I meau, even though she said she thought I had mentioned the name very dearly, 
and I bad mentioned the name.s of the three men. 

Mr. LiI::bei.er. But she didn't remember It? 

Mrs. Onto. Xo; she said I mentioned it, because I made a comment. This I 
don't recall. I said. am going to see Antonio Alentado," which is one of the 
leaders of the JURE here In Dallas. And 1 think I just casually said, *T am going 
to mention these names to him to see If he knows any of them." But I forgot 
about them. 

Jlr. Liebeler. Did your sister see the men? 

Mrs. Odio. She saw the three of them. 

Mr. LiEBULEn. Have you discussed this with her siuce that time? 

Mrs. Odio. I just had to discuss it because It was botherlug me. I just had to 
know. 

Mr. LrtBELEB. Did she think it was Oswald ? 


Mrs. Ooio. Well, her reaction to it when Oswald came on television, she 
almost passed out on me, just like I did the day at work when I learned about 
the assa.ssination of the President. Her reaction wa.s so obvious that it was 
him, I mean. And my reaction, we remember Oswald the day be came to my 
house because he had not shaved and he had a kind of a very, 1 don’t know how 
to express it. but some little hairs like if you haven't shaved, but it is not a 
thick moustache, but some kind of shadow. That Is something I noticed. And 
he was wearing — the other ones were wearing white dirty shirts, but he was 
wearing a long sleeved shirt. 

Mr, Liebeleb. What kind of shirt was it, a white shirt? 

Mrs. Odio. Xo ; it was either green or blue, and be had it rolled up to here. 

Mr. Liebeleb. Almost to his elbows ? 

Mrs. Odio. No ; less than that, just the ends of the sleeves. 

Mr. Lieiieler, Did heha%ea tie? 

Mrs, Odio. No tie. 

Mr. Liebeler. Was it a sport shirt, or working shirt? 

Mrs. Odio. He had it open. I don’t knovr if he bad a collar or not, hut it was 
open. And the other one had a white undershirt. One of them was very hairy. 
Wliere was 1 ? I just want to remember everything. 

Mr. Liebeler. You mentioned when your sister saw Oswald’s picture on tele- 
vision that she almost passed out Did she recognize him, do you know, as the 


man that had been in the apartment? 

Mrs. Odio. She said, "Sylvia, you know that man?" And I said, "Yes,” and 
she said, 'T know him." "He was the one that came to our door, and it couldn’t 
be so, could it?" 

That was our flrst interview. We were very much concerned after that/ We 
were concerned and very scared, because I mean, it was such a shock. 

This man, the other one, the second Cuban, took out a letter written in 
Spanish, and the content was something like 3 'p rpprf jsgnt the revolutionary 
counsel, and w e are making a big movement to buy arms for Cuba and to help 
"overtp r ow^YEemctat Castro , and we want you to^ranslate this letter and 




write it in English and send a whole lot of them to different industries to see if 
We can get some results. 

This same petition had been asked of me by Alentado who was one of the 
leaders of JURE, here in Dallas, He had made this petition to me, "Sylvia, let's 
Tvrite letters to difTerent industries to see if we can raise some money." I had 
told him too, I was very busy. So I asked and I said, “Are you sent by 
Alentado? Is this a petition?" 
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I said, the doorbell rang. and she went over — she had a housecoat on — 
j wasn^t dressed proi:)erly— and came back and said, "Sylvia, there are three 
men at the door^ and one seems to be an American, the other two seem to be 
Cubans, Do you know them?'^ So I put a houstn^oat on and stood at t!ie door, 
I never ojient4 my door unless I know who they are, because 1 have had oc- 
casions where Cubans have intrcKluced themselves as haring arrived from Cuba 
and known my family, and I never know. 

So 1 w'cnt to the door, and he said, "Are joti Snrita Odio?^^ And I said, "I 
am not That is my sister studying at the University of Dallas. I nm Sylvia,'* 
Then he said. "Is she the oldest?" And 1 snifl, "Xo; I am the oldest." And 
he said, 'Tt is you we are looking for." So he said, "We are members of JURE,” 
This at the time struck me funny, because their faces did not seem familiar, 
and I asked them for their names. One of them said his name was Xjeopoldo, 
lie said that was his war name. In all this underground, everybody has a 
war name. This was done for safety in Cuba. So when everybody cam e to 
exile, everyone was known by their war names. 

And the other one did give me his ^me, but 1 can’t recall, T have been 
trying to recall. It was something like Angelo, 1 have never been able to 
retnember, and I couMnT be exact on this name, but the other one I am exact 
on; I remember perfectly. 

Mr. Liebeler, Let me ask you this before you go ahead with the story. Which 
one of the men told you that they were members of JURE and did most of tbe 
talking? Was it the American? 

Mrs, Ohio, The American had not said a word yet, 

Jlr, Liebeles, Which one of the Cubans? 

I Mrs. Odio. The American was in the middle. They were leaning against 
^ 'tho staircase. There was a tall one. Let me tell you, they both looked Tory 
g i-easy like the k ind of low Cubans^ no t edm^t^ at Til. Ti-m" qu th^, 
heayFer side and j recall one of tliemjm d gla sses^ if I remem- 

ber. AVe have becF trying io establisli, my sister and I, (he identity of this 
man; And one of th em, the tall one, was the one called Leopoldo. 

Mr. Liebeeeb. He did most oOh^ talking 7 

Mrs, Onio, lie did most of the talking. The other one kept quiet, and the 
American, we will call him T^on, said Just a few little words in Spanish, trying 
to be cute, but very few, like "Hola," like that in Spanish, 

Mr. Lieeeler, Did you have a chain on the door, or was the door completely 
opened? 

Sirs, Odio, I had a chain, 

Mr. Liebeler. Was the chain fastened? 

Airs. Odio, No; I unfastened it after a little w'hile when they told me they 
were members of JURE, and were tryitig to let me have them come into the house. 
When I said no, one <if them said, "We are very good friends of your father,” 
This struck me, because I didn’t think my father could have such kind of friends, 
unless he knew them from anti Castro activities. He gave me so many details 
about where they saw my father and what activities be was In. I mean, they 
gave me almost incredible details about things that somebody who knows him 
really would or that somelx)dy informed well knows. And after a little while, 
after they mentioned my father, they started talking about the American, 

He said, "You are w'orking in the underground.” And I said, "No, I am sorry 
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Mr» Ltebelihl You bad been In Philadelphia for 3 years from 1954 on, Is 
that correct? 

^Irs, Odio. No ; from 1951 to 1954, when I graduated* 

Mr. Liebeleb. And for the period in New Orleans and when you came to the 
United States finally? 

Mrs. Odio. In I960, December 25, I960. 

Mr. Liebexeb. So after you came in December of 19G0, you went to Puerto 
Rico and lived In, Puerto Rico for 2 years, and you came to Dallas in 1963 and 
yon have been here ever since? 

Mrs. Odio. That's right. 

Mr* Lteeeler. Would yon tell us briefly what your educational background is, 
Mrs. Odio? 

Mrs. Opto. Well, I had grammar school in Cuba. I started high school in 
Cuba and then I was sent to the Sacred Heart and I applied for college, and 
went back and studied law in the University of Vilianova. I did not finish 
because my career was Interrupted because of Castro, and I didn’t finisb law. 

Mr. LiEBELEft. How much training did you have In law? 

Mrs. Onio. 1 had almost 3 years. 

Mr. Liebeler. Of law study In Cuba? 

Mrs. Obio. Yes. 

Mr. Liebeleb. "My record indicates that on December IS, 19C3, you were inter- 
viewed by two agents of the FEJ, Mr. James P. Hosty and BardwcU D. Odum. 
Do you remember that? 

Mrs. Odio. ThaCs correct. 

Mr. Liebetxb. It Is my understanding that they interviewed you at your place 
of work, Is that correct? 

Mrs. Odio. Yes. 

Mr. Liebelee. Do you remember approximately what they asked you and 
what you told them ? 

Mrs. Odio. I think I remember. Not exactly, but I think I can recall the 
conversation. 

Mr. LiEiiET.EB. Would you give us the content of that conversation, as best 
you can recall It? 

Mrs. Odio. They told me they were coming because of the assassination of 
President Kennedy, that they had news that I knew or I had known t^ee Harvey 
Oswald. And I told them that I had not know'll him ns Lee Harvey Oswald, 
hut that be w^as introduced to me as Leon Oswald.

They asked me about the members here in 
Dallas, and I told him a few' names of the Cubans here. They asked me to 
tell the story about what happened in my house. 

Mr, Lieeeler. Who was it that you had seen In Puerto Rico? 

Mrs. Odio. Mr. Ray, I had seen. He was a very close friend of my father 
and mother. He hid in my house several times In Cuba. 

S?o they asked me to tell him how I came to know Oswald, and I told them 
that it was something very brief and 1 could not recall the time, exact date. 

I still can't. We more or less have established that it was the end of September. 
And, of course, my sister bad reengnlsred bim at the same time I did, but I did 
not say anything to her. She came very excited, one clay and said, "That is 
the man that w^as In my house." And I said, "Yes ; I remember," 

Mr. Liebeler. Tell us all the circumstances surrounding the event when 
Oswald came to your house. 

Mrs. Odio. Well, I had been having little groups of Cubans coming to my 
house who have been asking me to help them in JURE. They w'ere going to 
open a revolutionary paper here in Dallas. And I told them at the time I wag 
very busy with my four children, and I would help, in other thing.s like selling 
bonus to help buy arms for Cuba. And I said I would help as much as I could. 

Those are my activities before Oswald came. Of course, all the Cubans knew^ 
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tiou of President Kennedy* I Ijare been authorized to take your testimony by 
the Commission, pursuant to autboritj granted to the Commission by Executive 
Order ni30 dated November ifKl3, and joint restdulion of Congress Ko* 137* 
Under the rules of the Commission, you are entitled to have an attorney pres- 
ent, if you wish one. You are also entitled to 3 days* notice of the hearing, 
and you are not required to answer any question that you think might incrimi- 
nate you or might violate some other privilege you may have* I think the 
Secret Service did call you, or JIartha 3oe Stroud, here in the U*S* attorney's 
oJBce, called you and gave you notice* 

Mrs. Onto* Yes. 

Mr. Lieuei^. Do you wish to have an attorney present? 

Mrs. Odio* No ; 1 don't think so. 

Mr. Lieheler* We want to ask you some questions about the possibility that 
you saw Lee Harvey Oswald. 

Mrs* Onio. Before you start, let me give you a letter of my father's which he 
wrote me from prison* You can have it It was very funny, because at the 
time he wrote it. the FBI incident happened a week later* I told my father 
this man had been in my house and he introduced hiJiiself as your friend; and 
he wrote me back in December telling me that such neoni e were not hl^g friend 
and he said not to receive anybody in my house, and not any of them were his 
friends, and be didn’t know those people. At the time I did give the names of

My memo on EAMES, dated March 22, 1968, indicated 
that a man visited LEE HARVEY OSWALD OH a Saturday morning 
in July of 1963. The description of the man' who visited 
OSWALD seemed to indicate that it might be BILL STUCKEY -

*EAMES says that he never gets up before 9 or 10 a.m. on 
Saturday mornings. EAMES also told me thathis son had 
been playing at the back of Oswald’s house and 'had seen 
the man talking to Oswald. The boy remembers that his 
mother was calling him to eat (lunch) at about the same 
time the. man left. This would jibe with the 11:00 a.m. 
time given by EAMES. 


A secret Service interview of Mr. and Mrs. EAMES 
dated January 10, 1964 says:- 

"Mr. and Mrs. Eames stated that Oswald had 
very few visitors; that they recalled one occasion 
when a representative of \VDSU Radio Station visited 
Oswald at his apartment. This was about the time 
that Oswald had a radio debate with Carlos Briguier, 
an anti-Castro Cuban refugee; over this radio station." 


When I showed the Secret Service report to EAMES, he said 
that he had not known who the man was that visited OSWALD 
and that the Secret Service agents had suggested that it 
might be BILL STUCKEY of WDSU. 

On Wednesday, March 27, 1968, I visited EAMES 
at his home and showed him a picture of BILL STUCKEY. EAMES 
said that "STUCKEY is not the man he saw talking to OSWALD " 
in July of 1963. 

I have also shown EAMES a copy of his FBI report 
dated November 23, 1963, in which EAMES is reported to have 
said that, "He (EAMES ) recalls that OSWALD always seemed to 
receive an abundance of mail". EAMES told me that he told 
the FBI that OSWALD "MIGHT HAVE RECpVED ONE OR TWO LETTERS 
DURING THE ENTIRE TIME OSWALD LIVED* ON MAGAZINE STREET." 
EAMES said he cannot actually remember ever having seen a 
mailman deliver a letter to OSWALD’S house. 

Eames seems to be very sure about what he told 
the FBI and Secret Service and he is very certain that the 
man he saw visit OSV7ALD is not BILL STUCKEY. On one of my 
visits to see EAMES I showed him pictures from the Rogues 
gallery and EAMES said that the only person that looked like 
the man he saw talking to OSWALD is the picture taken in 
front of the Trade Mart during the leaflet episode (the man 
in a white shirt with his back to Oswald) . I told EAMES 
that the "Trade Mart" picture was a blow-up of a frame of 
motion picture film, and that I would get a better view of 
the man in the "Trade Mart" Picture for him to look at and 
try and identify.

IV PROPOSED EHPLOYMEOTi 

Both the aforementioned attorney* and the subject’s wife, as well as the secreta- 
ry to co^iercial fisherman* Juan Sher^rood, of 316 I?- W. North Elver Drive, veri- 
fied subject’s past einploynent with this man, However, this writer was not able 
to contact I£r, Sherwood because apparently he was out fishing In the Gulf of 
Mexico, off Alabama, His return is not anticipated for the next several weeks. 
However* according to subject’s wife’s coroeuts concernlns subject's enploynent, 
as a cots^ercial fishenaan* subject could undoubtedly obtain work from other con- 
cerns in this area immediately, if he is returned here ibr probation. The sub- 
ject* for epproximately four years from 1960 to 1954* was self-employed, had his 
ci^n vessel sad did ccmmerclal fishing with a crew of three to four men, Ee was 
unable to continue because he could not maintain his vessel* and therefore* ha 
had to work for another company.

On February 1, 1967, at approximately 3:30 
P. M, , I went to 828 North Atlanta Street in Kenner and spoke 
with Mr. and Mrs - Bernard A. Berry, Sr. who are the present 
owners of this property, I was shown a copy of an Act of Sale 
(Assumption) which was passed on August 22, 1966- This home 
was sold to the Berrys by Marie Edwards, wife of Joseph D 'Aiello, 
who purchased said property from Maria Caridad Dominguas Lopes, i 
wife of Percy E- Williams, and Percy E- Williams^ on May 26, 1966, 

Maria Caridad Domigues Lopes, wife of Percy E, 
W illiams, and Percy' E- Williams purchased t~Rls~'pr^^tv on 
’ 'July 15, I960, I asked Mr. and Mrs, Berry if they knew Mr- or 
MrsT” Williams to which they replied ‘*no,*' 

I then interviewed Mrs- Al Schnella residing 
at 824 North Atlanta Street- (824 is located to the left or 
river side of 828 North Atlanta) Mrs- Schnella told me that 
she had moved into her house as caridad was moving out of her 
house- She said that she did not know her at all but that 
there was an old lady, presumably her mother, who was with her 
on two occasions that she saw Caridad- 

I then spoke with a Mrs, Flores, living at 
832 North Atlanta Street which is next door to 828, and 
is to the right, lake side- Mrs, Flores said that she knew 
Caridad very slightly. She stated that she*~ha a only lived at 
832 for a year and a half. Mrs, Flores knew hereby the name 
of Charity- Mrs- Flores said that Charity very seldom had 
visitors, and she had only seen two families, or what appeared 
to be families, visit at Charity's house. Mrs- Flores said that 
she heard that charity was a troublemaker in the neighborhood 
and may have caused friction between husbands and wives. She 
also stated that the mother, with whom she had tried to 
communicate, is senile and could not be communicated with- 

I then talked to a Mr, Benny Morello who lives 
across the street from 828 which is 825 North Atlanta Street, 

Mr- Morello said that he and his wife knew charity pretty well- , 
He said that charity used to come over and that his wife would 
write letters for her and translate things that Charity did 
not understand. Mr- Morello stated that Charity had few 
visitors, maybe a family or two would visit her. He stated 
that she did not appear to go out much- He stated that he 
knew her husband, Percy, and that Percy would stay gone for 
four to six months at a time- 






I asked Mr. Morello if charity's mother 
lived with her and for how lon^# and he stated that her mother 
lived with her for about three years , and that she had just come 
from Cuba when she came to live with Charity. Mr. Morello is 
a person who will not volunteer any information and must be 
asked a specific question# and he will qive a specific answer.
